Lo?n>OV, Nov. 2» .—The Servians effected 
* junction of their forces near Slivnitza, 
Saturday , and made an attack on the Bul­ 
garian* The fighting continued into the 
aight. 
Later news states that the Bulgarians, 
although defeated in the battle, continued 
fighting until shortly before day light Sun­ 
day , falling back slowly but maintaining 
so steady and deadly a fire upon the ad­ 
vancing Servians that the latter were de­ 
terred from making a successful charge. 
After a short cessation of hostilities the 
fighting was renewed, but no details of the 
battle have y et been received. 
One of 
King Milan’s aides was wounded. 
The loss 
to both armies has been very heavy . 
The 
Servian headquarters have been 
rem oved 
to Tsaribrod. 
The Daily ,News Sofia correspondent teie 
graphs that Servian prisoners brought into 
& Bulgarian capita! say that King Milan 
had intended to celebrate his birthday in 
Sofia, end his soldiers had been promised a 
rare feast ef roast mutton and pilaff when 
that city should bo captured. 
The king’s 
next birthday will be Aug. 10, 1886 . 
Foreigu diplomats in Sofia have been for- 
hidden by the Bulgarian govommenfc to 
telegraph in cipher. 
Twelve hundred Servians wounded have 
arrived ia Belgrade, and many more are 
« xpeoted. 
It is sold there are also

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE INTERNAL 
REVENUE COMMISSIONER. 


So na® Im po rta nt R eco m m enda tio ns M a le 
w ith R eference to D istilled S p irits— 
Oil o n th e Tro ubled W a ters—A rt 
a nd Industry in E duca tio n. 


WASHiNQTON<CiXYf*Nov. 33.—The annual 
report of Joseph & Miller, commissioner of 
internal revenue for the fiscal year ended 
June BO, ] 8 8 5, is an-exhaustive document of 
1^5 pages, pamphlet size, and contains many 
valuable suggestions respecting the internal 
revenue service. 
The commissioner shows 
that there are now 7 ,000,000 gallons of dis­ 
tilled spirits abroad, which to find a m arket 
will have to *be reimported. 
This, with 
more than 10,000,000 gallons that had, on 
June B0 last, been in bond for three years or 
longer under the seven months extension, 
affords ample m argin for assuming that the 
receipts for the current fiscal year will 
aggregate a t least •115,000,000. 
The to tal receipts fro m all sources of in­ 
ternal revenue taxatio n for the fiscal year 
ended J une 30, 18 S5, were $113,421,121, as 
oompared with 
$131,59 0,039 for tho year 
18 8 4; $144,553,344 
for the year 1883 and 
$146,533,27 8 fo r the year 18 8 3. 
The collections made in the Fifth district 
of Illinois ($13,29 8 ,68 7) were the greatest, 
and those in the First Ohio district 
($8,058,- 
18 6) were second in volume. 
The cost of 
collection « aggregated $4,455,430, 
against 
$5,07 6,9 14 for 18 8 4. The commissioner rec­ 
ommends an increase in tho number of rev* 
enue agents, and submits estimates for the 
next fiscal year aggregating $4,019,190. 
Nine hundred and twenty-six dismissals 
have been made in the force of 
store-keep- 
ers, etc., during the past year. 
Under existing law, a fraction of a half- 
gallon of distilled spirits is exempt from 
taxation. 
The commissioner is of opinion 
that the practice should be checked 
without 
delay, and that the best remedy 
will be 
found In taxing all fractional parts of a 
gallon of distilled spirits. 
He recommends 
“that legislation be bad which, in 
lieu of the 
present method of taxing and 
exempting 
fractions, shall authorize the 
assessment 
and collection monthly 
* * * of the tax 
upon the whole number of proof gallons or 
of wine gallons when below 
proof, which 
the fractions of gallons removed from each 
distillery warehouse may aggregate.’' 
The quantity of spirits withdrawn, tax 
paid, from distillery warehouses during the 
fiscal year ended June 39, 1885, was le-.s 
than the quantity withdrawn 
from distillery 
warehouses during 
the fiscal year ende 1 
June 30, 1884, by 10,693,153 gallons. , 
On the subject of withdrawals of 
spirits 
the commissioner says he is of the 
opinion 
that it would be best to allow the spirits to 
remain in distillery warehouses an indefi­ 
nite time, subject to peremptory w ithdraw ­ 
als in case of excessive losses, provided 
the 
United 
States 
is 
reimbursed 
for 
the additional 
expense 
incident 
to such storge. 
He adds: As in case Jof 
all other articles subject to internal revenue 
tax, the quantity actually consumed is the 
measure of the quantity upon which the 
tax is paid. 
Any law therefore which fixe - 
the date of the payment of the tax any 
time other than the date of the actual de 
mand for consumption is a disturbing ele­ 
ment in the business of the producer, 
more 
or less severe as the business of the distiller 
varies more or less from the 
artificial 
standard set up by the law. 
The aggregate amount of taxes collected 
from tobacco during the last fiscal year 
was $26,407,088. 
New York did tho great­ 
est m anufacturing business, using 27,000 
pounds. 
Pennsylvania is second on the list 
with nearly 17,000 pounds. 
It is recommended that an examination 
be made to ascertain the exact 
amount of 
direct taxes from the states 
still due and 
that proper action be had 
to obtain a settle­ 
m ent of the accounts of the direct tax com­ 
missioner. 
Commissioner Miller 
recom­ 
mends that the inspector of tobacco 
be 
abolished, and that his duties 
be devolved 
upon the collectors of the districts where in­ 
spections of tobacco, snuff, cigars, or cigar­ 
ettes for exportation are necessary.

\V vshington City, Nov. 2?, —The bureau 
of education is preparing a report on art 
and industry in institutions of public train­ 
ing. 
It is re pie to with practical knowledge 
which will form a basis for those studies in 
public 
schools. 
The work has been in 
preparation since 1874, and although some 


parti of ft have bean published the major 
portion of tho contents is new, and hai 
been collected and edited with considerable 
care. 
Much delay has been experienced in 
se uring its publication, owing to the in- 
-ufficiency of appropriations o? its use in 
other branches of the interior department, 
u » ler 
which tho bureau of education i« 
placed. 
Tho fundamental idea of tho work is that 
universal teaching in all public schools of 
tho elements o f industrial drawing is an es­ 
sential part of any general system of public 
education. 
Tho work contains a report of 
too system followed in English institutions 
an 1 those of other countries, relating to 
technical instruction and the history of the 
pro gress of industrial and fine arts. 
There 
are several original papers in tho work 
dea ling with the advance of this science 
and it; probable effect as a text-book for 
*c to »! uses. 
The matter, however, is not 
confined to art alone, but takes in the in- 
truction of agricultural colleges and traces 
the relations o f such studies to art culture. 
I he report will be ready within three 
months.

never been known. C apt B artlett consider- 
that the results of the experiment so far re­ 
ported justify him in recommending in his 
annual report that all vessels of the navy 
be required to carry a supply of oil for this 
purpose, and that a law be passed 
by con­ 
gress requiring merchant vessels to do Ilia 
same and to mo this means as a precaution 
for the safety of cargoes and human 
lives 
in rough weather. 
The reports that have lieen

scribe the effects of various 
kinds of o ils, 
and the conclusion arrived at fro m the tes­ 
timony in baud is that animal o r vegeta ble 
oils are much better than refine I petro leum, 
although the latter has been use 1 with go o d 
results. 
Crude petroleum is better than re­ 
fined, but lard, coeoanut, colza, whale, lin- 
seed, and other heavier o ils are mo re effect­ 
ive.

“It doe* jolt a bit,’’ said a man who was 
riding in a cross-town bobtail car when 
tho car bumped and swayed over 
the 
track of an avenue road; “but if you want 
to have some fun in this line that exceeds 
the » port of riding <m a log wagon over a 
corduroy road, you should got a job as en­ 
gineer on a plantation locomotive.’’ 
“Where had I better apply?” we asked. 
“Dowu on some of tho southern planta­ 
tions for the genuine article, but you can 
find counterparts 
in Pennsylvania 
and 
Michigan and northwestern Ohio. 
You 
don’t need any skill boyond that required to 
hang on when she wobbles. 
I suppose that 
very few people have any idea of the num­ 
ber of small locomotives in use in this coun­ 
try. 
Thoy are driving the mule out of busi- 
nes« entirely. 
The regular plantation loco­ 
motive is a midget besides an elevated rail­ 
way 
motor. 
Thus the elevated motor* 
weigh from eighteen to twenty tons, while 
the midget weighs three, and it is used or 
rails that weigh twelve pounds to the yard. 
The cylinders are only ten inches long, and 
the diam eter is a trifle greater than the 
breadth of my hand. 
OVER WOODEN RAILS. 
“Very frequently these locomotive« are 
run over wooden rails. 
There is a four 
mile road a t Summerville, S. C., that use« 
timbers four inches square instead of iron. 
People generally suppose that the old-fanh- 
ioned iron strap laid on a stringer went out 
of fashion years ago, but a lumber road 
near Savannah, 6igbt and one-half mile* 
long, has that same old strap, and it 
in a 
modern road, too. 
“In laying a wood railroad tho tie« are 
notched so that tho rail sets down about twe 
inches into the tie. 
The inner side of the 
notch is perpendicular, and the outer edge 
slants away so that the notch is wider at 
the bottom than a t the top. 
Then when the 
rail is laid wedges are driven in beside it 
and tinder tho edge of the notch, thus keep­ 
ing the rails from turning over or spread­ 
ing. 
Sugar maple with the heart up makes 
the best rails. 
Sometimes two-Inch strip* 
of maple are laid on soft wood stringers. 
These roads are used for getting out lumber 
and 
logs chiefly, 
Vory little grading is 
done. 
Cribs of logs ure laid up instead ol 
trestles, and the ordinary irregularities ol 
common level land are overcome by block 
ing up the ends of ties with all sorts of logs 
and stumps. 


CROSSING ON STUMPS. 
“I know of one road that, runs neros« a 
low bit of ground on the stump« of tree« 
that were sawed off at the right height. 
The ground under these roads becomes soft 
mud when it rains, and the way these little 
locomotives snake a train of logs through 
the clearing with the mud slashing over ev­ 
erything within ten rods of the track ii a 
caution. 
On the footboard of such a m a­ 
chine is where you can see jolting. 
“As fast as the available tim ber is cut on 
one tract of land the road is shifted to a 
new one. 
The engino on the road at Sum­ 
merville runs from ten to twelve times over 
its four-mile road every day, burns one and 
one-half cords of wood in doing it, and 
hauls out 14,003 feet of logs of from fifty- 
five to sixty tons. 
It took the place of 
twenty mules, and is said to pay for itself 
every year. Some of the little engines burn 
less fuel than that. 
There is a road three 
and one-half miles long at Pensacola, Fla,, 
on which the engine burns only one-third of 
a cord of wood in its daily service of thirty 
mile« . 
There are no curves on this road. 
“These little engines are not confined to 
wood for fuel. 
As lumbermen, they burn 
wood because the wood costs little or noth­ 
ing. 
As genuine plantation engines, used 
for transporting cotton of tugar ol* sup­ 
plies across the country, they frequently 
burn refuve dry-pressed sugar cane. 
IN THE COAL MINES. 
“In a different form, but with the gams 
dim inutive cylinders, they are used in coe) 
mines for hauling cars, and burn either soft 
or hard coal or coke. 
In their smallest 
sizes they are only ten feet long over all. 
For use in mines they are sometimes only 
four and a half ieet high and five feet wide. 
A few* bushels of coal and a few pails .»f 
water keep them running all day. 
One of 
these moles in a coal mine a t Brookfield, 
Ohio, pull« twenty cars, weighing nearly 
three-quarters of a ton each, up a grade 
1,300 yards long, 
that rises at the rate of 
105 feet to the mile. 
And yet any good ath 
letic school boy could jum p over tho engine 
witho ut drawing a second breath. 
Curi­ 
ously enough these little locomotive« , that 
completely 
till the tunnels through which 
they run, serve as ventilators, forcing the 
air ahead of them and drawing it in after 
them, the same as a pump plunger draw« 
water into a pump and force« it out again. 
“In the mines, of course, iron or steel rails 
are used. 
Iron is really cheaper than wood 
in any locality 
The wood rail need c in­ 
stant care. 
When it is wet the locomotive 
can not draw half a load, and in the north 
it is hard to keep clear of ice.”
